Duty of Child Training. 

Most parents wish their children to be¬ 
have well—to he obedient and respectful 
to parents, their teachers and others; to 
be kind one to another; to he cheerful, 
helpful and unselfish. How do they go 
about accomplishing their wish? Why in 
so many cases do they fail of its consum¬ 
mation? 

Have they tried to prepare conscientious¬ 
ly for the duty of child training? Have 
they learned self control? Do they study 
the children they attempt to train? Do 
they set their object in the child’s future 
good or rest it merely in the comfort and 
convenience of the present? 

To teach a child obedience, first of all, 
parents must make themselves worthy of 
it. The second step is to study the chUd’g 
disposition, not to cater to it, but to make 
allowance for any peculiarities in it in 
their demands. 

You would not think of requiring of a 
child anything beyond his physical 
strength. That would be cruel. Yet year 
demands are even more so if beyond his 
mental or moral aptitude, because you 
cannot so easily judge thereof, and the 
child is often utterly unable to explain to 
you the feelings that possess or actuate 
him, unless indeed you take the trouble to 
help him understand and control them. 
To those who do not demand arbitrarily 
or unreasonably children will yield a ready 
and even glad obedience, because they are 
understood and sympathized with. 

No one can command respect from oth¬ 
ers who lacks self respect, and to whom 
you would teach your children to be re¬ 
spectful you must show respect. 

Parents who degrade themselves in their 
children’s eyes by omitting the marks of 
common courtesy toward each other or en¬ 
gage in dispute or recrimination in their 
presence can hardly hope their children 
will do better. I have heard parents pro¬ 
fess to wish their children to show respect 
to their teachers, yet almost in the same 
breath and right before the children criti¬ 
cise and speak disrespectfully of those 
teachers.—Housekeeper. 



Splendid Higivayi Projected In Sev¬ 
ern! States—Grand IligliTray Along 
tlie Hudson—Sew JBninpsJiire to Tap 
tlxe YVTxite 31 contains. 

A project is being discussed in New 
York state to bnHd a great* highway 
from New York city along the Hudson 
river to the Adirondack region. The 
highway would be a continuation of 
the Riverside drive in New York city 
and would touch all the cities and vil¬ 
lages in the region through which it 
would pass. The distance from start to 
finish as the bird flies is about 400 
miles, but the road would doubtless 
cover at least 500 miles. If undertaken 
and carried through, it wonld form one 
of the most magnificent and picturesque 
highways in existence in the world- 
and wonld return vastly more than its 
cost the public and- the state. 

The past few years have given ample 
evidence that a new era of roads and 
highways has begun again. Before the 
advent of the railroad roads were the 
chief means of communication between 
different places and neighborhoods. A 
spirit of improvement set in which if 
continued would have given the coun¬ 
try a fine system of highways. One ex¬ 
ample of what would probably have 
been done was given by the great na¬ 
tional highway bnilt - across the Alle¬ 
ghany mountains by the general gov¬ 
ernment in the first half of the present 
century. Other enterprises of the kind 
would doubtless have followed had not 
the steam railroad come in and offered 
a means of communication so much 
quicker and cheaper as to drive the com¬ 
mon roadway into obscurity. The steam 
road era has lasted for half a century, 
and while there is no evidence that the 
locomotive as a motor power is to he 
abandoned there are signs that the com¬ 
mon road is to emerge from its obscur¬ 
ity and recover some of its former pop 
ularity. 

One phase of this recovery will be the 
laying out of great highways such as is 
now projected in New York. The city 
of Chicago has such a highway under 
construction and when completed it 
will form a drive unsurpassed anywhere. 
It will he known as the Sheridan drive 
and it will run along the shores of Lake 
Michigan and penetrate some of the 
most picturesque regions in that neigh¬ 
borhood. It has not the natural advan¬ 
tages of the road now being considered 
in New York state, however. The latter 
is planned to run near to one of the 
most scenic rivers in the world and 
through cities and localities made Jr - 
toric by great events. And if built it 
will terminate in a region which is be¬ 
coming every year more popular as a 
health resort and known as the neigh¬ 
borhood where one of the greatest ex¬ 
periments in reforestation ever under¬ 
taken is now being carried out. It 
would pass through nine or ten coun¬ 
ties, and if once begun will undoubted¬ 
ly be extended along the shores of Lake 
Champlain to Montreal in Canada.

Egyptian Beauties. 

The Egyptian women attain to perfect 
growth at a very early age. At 16 they 
generally reach the highest degree of per¬ 
fection. From the ages of 14 to 20 they may 
be said to be models of beauty in body and 
limb, and, while their faces 'are usually 
pleasing, many of them are exceedingly 
lovely, says an exchange. Their faces are 
oval, though sometimes inclined to he 
broad; their complexions very clear, the 
skin soft and tawny in tint. That of the 
folaheen, or peasant girl, is much darker, 
since she goes much unveiled. The nose is 
generally straight and the lips red and 
rather full, though not partaking of the 
negro character. The hair is a deep, glossy 
black, often coarse and crisp, but never 
woolly. The eyes are the most beautiful of 
their features, being, with slight excep 
tions, black. Tjiey axe large and of the 
long almond form, with beautiful eye¬ 
lashes and an exquisitely soft and bewitch¬ 
ing expression. Eyes more lovely cannot 
be conceived. Their charm is much height¬ 
ened by the concealment of the other fea 
tures and by the blackening of the edge 
of the eyelids, both upper and lower, with 
kohl, a black powder composed of the 
smoke of certain resins or burned almond 
shells. These are believed to be beneficial 
to the eyes, though only used for orna¬ 
ment. The kohl, which is usually kept in 
small glass vases carried in pairs in a fan¬ 
cifully embroidered hag, is applied with a 
small ivory probe. This is first moistened 
with rosewator, then dipped into the pow¬ 
der and drawn along the edge of the eye¬ 
lids. This custom has prevailed from very 
ancient times, ns seen by the sculptures 
and paintings and the tombs.

Is the athletic girl to pay the penalty of 
her fondness for outdoor sports by grow¬ 
ing so fast and so much as to end in the 
long run by overtopping her brothers and 
sweethearts by a head? asks the New York 
Herald.

the benefits to be derived from a great 
boulevard, and a bill has been intro¬ 
duced in the legislature to build a road 
to the White mountains. The complete 
boulevard scheme as proposed includes 
a fine highway running from the Mas¬ 
sachusetts line up through the heart of 
the state to the mountains, there branch¬ 
ing off to the left and right, and extend¬ 
ing toMaine.and Vermont. This would 
very well pave the way for another 
boulevard up the Connecticut valley 
and anpther one in the valley of the 
Saco, but the full fruition of these mag¬ 
nificent plannings is a matter of years 
and perhaps decades to accomplish. 

New Hampshire is not burdened with 
wealth, and her citizens cannot all bear 
a share in the expense that would be 
entailed by a speedy consummation of 
these hopes. What is wanted now is 
hut to make a beginning. To this end a 
bill has been introduced in the house 
providing fqjr the construction of a lit¬ 
tle more than 20 miles of boulevard 
from the state line to South Nashua to 
the bridge over the Piscataquog river at 
Manchester. 

“Such a road would be an object les¬ 
son to the whole state,” says Governor 
Bollins. “It would lead to the better 
education of. the people of the state on 
the matter of good roads, and would 
show the farmer that by a judicious ex¬ 
penditure upon the highways he can 
save enough in the cost of getting his 
goods to the local markets to reimburse 
him for the outlay, without even tak¬ 
ing into consideration the increase in 
the summer resort business which would 
ensue and redound to his financial ad¬ 
vantage as well.” 

With other cities discussing and car¬ 
rying out such projects it is time for 
Philadelphia to begin to consider a sim¬ 
ilar enterprise, says the Philadelphia 
Press. There are plenty of routes 
through which a picturesque drive 
could be built in this state and sur¬ 
rounding neighborhoods. ^ The moun¬ 
tain scenery of Pennsylvania is but lit¬ 
tle known and chiefly because of its in¬ 
accessibility. . One or more great high¬ 
ways leading to this region would bring 
it into use and enable its beauties to he 
enjoyed and its utilities to toe put to 
practical service. 

The one great objection brought 
against such projects is the expense. 
The benefit to he derived in the rise in 
value of property is always in the fu¬ 
ture and cannot be used to pay the first 
cost. A writer in the New York Mail 
and Express suggests the use of conviet 
labor for building such highways and 
the suggestion seems entirely practica 
ble.
